The Heavenly Viewpoint 

Just as gravity pulls all solid objects 
downward, so our human nature tends 
to keep our minds on earthly things. 
Both forces can be counteracted. When 
a man is born again, through faith in 
Christ, the grace of God in his life 
can overcome the evil tendencies of his 
n&ture, and keep his thoughts centered 
on doing the will of God in all things. 
The recent statement of a scientist gives 
a striking illustration of the danger of 
being earthly minded. Dr, Fritz Zwicky, 
famous astrophysicist of the California 
Institute of Technology, said: “Observ- 
ers tied to the earth ... . are doomed to 
the role of blind men, since the inter- 
fering atmosphere prevents them from 


seeing most celestial objects in their true 
nature” (Time, July 21). The article goes 
on to say that Dr, Zwicky and his asso- 
ciates “hope to huri artificial meteors 
beyond the earth’s atmosphere, to bom- 
bard the moon, Jupiter and other planets 
in an effort to find out what they are 
made of. The scientists also hope to re- 
cord the mysteries of space with rocket- 
borne telescopes, spectographs and other 
scientific instruments.” Time (and Time) 
will probably show whether they suc- 
ceed in their amazing aims, though to 
the layman they seem like wild dreams. 
But Dr. Zwicky’s statement is as appli- 
cable to the spiritual as to the physical 
realm, King Nebuchadnezzar lost his 
reason, and evidently looked down most 
of the time, “and did eat grass as oxen 

- and at the end of the days I Nebu- 
chadnezzar lifted up mine eyes unto 
heaven, and mine understanding re- 
turned unto me” (Dan. 4:33, 34). No one 
coulde be in worse circumstances than 
Stephen, when the rage of his enemies 
was mounting fast and he was about to 
be stoned. “But he, being full of the 
Holy Ghost, looked up stedfastly into 


heaven, and saw the glory of God, and 
Jesus standing on the right hand of 
God” (Acts 7:55). Peace came into his 
heart, and he was able to forgive his 
enemies as he kept “looking unto Jesus 
the author and finisher of our faith.” 
Though we may never be in such a pre- 
dicament as he was, yet we can know 
something of the same miracle in our 
own lives as we let God have His .way 
and center our thoughts upon Him, Just 
as the force of gravity pervades every 
part of this world, so there is a con- 
tinual temptation to turn our eyes down- 
ward toward physical and material 
things. But the Lord Jesus set forth one 
of the guiding principles of the Christian 
life when He said, “But seek ye first the 
kingdom of God, and his righteousness; 
and all these things shall be added unto 
you” (Matt. 6:33). And Paul, by in- 
spiration, taking the same thought and 
amplifying it, wrote: “If ye then be risen 
with Christ, seek those things which are 
above, where Christ sitteth on the right 
hand of God. Set your affection on things 
above, not on things on the earth” (Col. 
3:1, 2). 


The Catholic Congress in 
Honor of Mary

motto of the Marian Congress 

held in Ottawa, Canada, for five 
days beginning June 18th was Ad 
Jesus per Mariam (“through Mary 
to Jesus”). The immediate purpose was 
to stimiulate prayer, through the Virgin 
Mary, for permanent world peace. The 
Roman Catholics believe that, as the 
mother of Jesus,“ Mary is able to add 
a special efficacy: to the prayers of those 
who put their trust in her as an inter- 
mediary. Aside from 1 Timothy 2:5, “For

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there is one God, and one mediator be- 
tween God and men, the man Christ 
Jesus,” there is much other Scriptural 
proof that this position is untenable, 
which it is here proposed to show. In 
matters of Christian belief and practice, 
the Scriptures are the sole authority. 

The Marian Congress, which was at- 
tended by an estimated 150,000 to 200,000 
outside visitors, including a number of 
cardinals and other high church digni- 
taries from the United States, Europe, 
Cuba, and Asia, and which was officially 
recognized by the Pope in the appoint- 
ment of James Cardinal McGuigan of 
Toronto as his official representative, was 
first conceived by the Archbishon of 
Ottawa as a diocesan celebration, but has 
quickly grown to an affair of interna. 
tional proportions. 

The current Congress was’ climaxed 
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by a $75,000 fireworks djsplay, depict- 
ing soenes in the life of the Virgin Mary; 
and by a solemn consecration “to the 
immaculate heart of Mary.” The Dionne 
quintuplets, who motored from their 
home in Callendar, Ontario, sang hymns 
in French and English, and rivaled the 
colorfully robed cardinals as subjects of 
both professional and candid-camera 
photographers, At the final solemn Mass 
on Sunday, Archbishop Ivanios Pani- 
kervirtis of Trivandrum, India, was re- 
splendent in a shining turban of gold, 
which bore a finely textured gold veil. 
Francis Cardinal Spellman of New York 
warned that “we know that secretly 
nations gird themselves for another war 
—a war of annihilation.” 

In* spite of protestations of official 
Roman Catholicism to the contrary, 
which also quotes 1 Timothy 2:5, the en- 
tire proceedings were designed to with- 
hold from Christ the honor, glory, and 
adoration which are His rightful due 
by making Mary the center of the Catho- 
lics’ religious ritual and prayers. 

A writer in an influential Western Ca- 
nadian daily recently urged that non- 
Catholics show a sympathetic attitude 
toward the Congress as a step to- 
ward a united Christendom. But a 
study of their teachings concerning Mary, 
and other erroneous views held by the 
Roman Catholics, will indicate to evan- 
gelical, Bible-based' denominations why 
they cannot conscientiously subscribe to 
any union such as is now being urged 
by various groups. The only possible 
basis of union between born-agai" Chris- 
tians is Christ as the only Head of the 
Church, and a strict adherence to the 
clear, fundamental doctrines of th: New 
Testament, a position which the Roman 
Catholics and modernistic Protestants are 
incapable of entertaining. 

But to get back to Mary. Who are the 
saints? Not those who are so designated 
by any church or human head of a 
church, but every born-again believer. 
Once cleansed by the precious blood of 
Christ, once born again, you are sanc- 
tified for His use. Paul, Jude, and other 
New Testament writers make this -per- 
fectly clear: “Elect ... through sanc- 
tification of the Spirit” (1 Pet. 1:2); 
“Sanctified by God the Father, and pre- 
served in Jesus Christ, and called” (Jude 
1); “To all that be in Rome, beloved of 
God, called to be saints” (Rom. 1:7); 
“But fornication, and all uncleanness, or 
covetousness, let it not be once named 
among you, as becometh saints” (Eph. 
5:3). Mary, the mother of Jesus, was 
“highly favoured”; the Lord was with 
her; she was blessed among woren 
(Luke 1:28); but she was human and 
therefore a sinner, needing a Saviour as 
much as you and I. 

Sarah, who, when over ninety years 
of age gave birth to Abraham’s seed, 
and Ruth, the grandmother of David, 
were also highly favored of God as es- 
sential links in the line down to the 
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coming of Jesus as God in the flesh. Of 
Sarah, God said, “She shall be a mother 
of nations; kings of people [David and 
his line to Christ, the King: of kings] 
shall be of her” (Gen, 17:17). The lineage 
of Jesus is traced in Matthew 1 through 
Joseph, the son of Jacob, to show that if 
Joseph was actually the father of our 
Lord, He could not be the Messiah (Luke 
1:30-55); but in Luke 3 it is projected 
back through Mary to show that His 
earthly body only came through her. 
Heli, here referred to as the father of 
Joseph, as against Jacob in the Matthew 
account, was actually his father-in-law, 
Mary’s father. (For an example of this 
use see Ruth 1:11, 12, where Naomi refers 
to her daughters-in-law as “daughters,”) 


In John 3:6 we are told that “that 
which is born of the flesh is flesh; and 
that which is born of the Spirit is spirit.” 
How then can Mary, who was born of 
the flesh, with the taint of sin showing 
strongly in such forebears as Thamar, 
Rahab the harlot, and Bath-sheba —as 
it shows in the lineage and lives of all 
of us humans—be the mother of God, 
who is a Spirit? For “God is a Spirit: 
and they that worship him must wor- 
ship him in spfrit and in. truth” 
(John 4:24). Two Gentile women also 
appear in the lineage— Rahab and Ruth 
(Matt. 1:5) —to assist in implementing 
God’s plan of redemption, as expressed 
in Ephesians 2:15, “Having abolished in 
his flesh the enmity, even the law of 
commandments contained in ordiftances; 
for to make in himself of twain one new 
man, so making peac:>.” 

The earthly body, through Mary, was 
conceived of the Spirit: “The Holy Ghost 
shall come upon thee, and the power of 
the Highest shall overshadow thee: 
therefore also that holy thing which shall 
be born of thee shall be called the Son of 
God” (Luke 1:35). Mary could supply

Is God in Every Heart?. 


This statement was made by a pas- 
tor in this city a few days ago: 

“God, in the totality of His essence, 
is present around man and within the 
heart of man, whether man. acknowl- 
edges it or not. is is not just my 
opinion, it is what Scripture teaches.” 

Do you agree with the above state- 
ment? I would like you to publish 
this together with your opinion, as 
others may be interested as well—A 
Canadian reader. 


One wonders what Scripture the pas- 
tor used to support his statements, for 
none is given in the quotation in the 
letter from the Canadian reader. Be- 
fore a doctor even examines a wound 
he takes every precaution to guard 
against infection by treating antisep- 
tically the injured part, his instruments, 
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and his hands. In analyzing anything 
that savors of error, it is well to be 
fortified with the antiseptic power of 
Scripture. Paul’s warning is in place 
here: “Beware lest any man spoil you 
through philosophy and vain deceit, 
after the tradition of men, after the rudi- 
ments of the world, and not after Christ” 
(Col, 2:8). 

God is omnipresent, that is, He is 
everywhere. “Can any hide himself in 
secret places that I shall not see ‘him? 
saith the Lord. Do not I fill heaven 
and earth? saith the Lord” (Jer. 23:24). 
“Whither shall I go from thy spirit? or 
whither shall I flee from thy presence?” 
(Psa. 139:7.) “Neither is there any crea- 
ture that is not manifest in his sight: 
but all things are naked and opened unto 
the eyes of him with whom we have to 
do” (Heb, 4:13). But God is not within 
the heart of every man. To the scribes 
and Pharisees Christ said: “If God were 
your Father, ye would love me... ye 
are of your father the devil, and the lusts 
of your father ye will do. 
is of God heareth God’s words: ye there- 
fore hear them not, because ye are not 
of God” (John 8:42-47). Certainly He 
was not in their hearts, nor is He in the 
hearts today of those who reject His 
Son. It is only to those who receive Him 
that He gives “power to become the sons 
of God, even to them that believe on his 
name” (John 1:12). 

But it is not God’s will that men 
should close their hearts to Him, for He 
longs to have their hearts for Himself, 
and condescends to dwell with anyone 
who opens his heart to the Lord Jesus. 
“For thus saith the high and lofty One 
that inhabiteth eternity, whose name is 
Holy; I dwell in the high and holy place, 
with him also that is of a contrite and 
humble spirit, to revive th> spirit of the 
humble, and to revive the heart of the 
contrite ones” (Isa. 57:15).. “Behold, 
I stand at the door, and knock: if any 
man hear my voice, and open the door, 
I will.come in to him, and will sup with 
him, and he with me” (Rev. 3:20). “Jesus 
answered and said unto him, If a man 
love me, he will keep my words: and 
my Father witl love him, and we will 
come unto. him, and make our abode 
with him” (John 14:23). It is true that 
God often speaks to the heart of man by 
various means, such as the Scriptures, 
Christian people, the conscience, both 
the beauty and the awesome powers of 
the natural world. But many men are 
deaf to His voice and keep the heart’s 
door closed. . 

In the fourth century Augustine, 
Bishop of Hippo, gave expression in 
beautiful language to man’s need for 
God when he said: “Thou awakest us 
to delight in Thy- praise; for Thou 
madest us for Thyself, and our heart 
is restless, until it repose in Thee.” 1

The Mass and Purgatory , 


Examining two more false doctrines of the Roman Church 


Ree 





T IS an essential doctrine of the Ro- 

man Catholic Church that the sacra- 

mental elements of bread and wine 
are changed by act of the priest who 
officiates into the gctual body and blood 
of Christ. This is ‘called transubstantia- 
tion. There was a division in the early 
church regarding this doctrine, and it 
was not until the year 1215, in the pontif- 
icate of Gregory the Great, that it was 
declared to be an essential article of 
faith. In 1526 the Council of Trent at 
its twenty-second segsion formulated 
this doctrine, and Pope Pius IV con- 
firmed the decree with the edict: “If any 
man shall say that in the unbloody sacri- 
fice of the Mass there is not offered a 
true and proper sacrifice for sin, let him 
be accursed.” Thus is fulfilled Christ’s 
words, that “the kingdom of heaven 
suffereth violence, and the violent bear 
it away” (Matt. 11:12, Rheims-Douay 
ver.); or “the violent take it bys foree,” 
as it reads in the King James version. 
The doctrine of the Mass is presented in 
the catechism as follows: 

“What is the Mass? The Mass is the 
Sacrifice of the Body and Blood of Jesus 
Christ, really present in the Holy 
Eucharist, and offered to God through 
the ministry of the priest, 

“When was the Mass instituted? At the 
Last Supper when Our Lord told His 
Apostles to do what He had done, 
namely,:to change bread and wine into 
His Body and Blood, 

“How is the Sacrifice of the Mass the 
same as the Sacrifice of the Cross? The 
Mass continues the Sacrifice of the Cross; 
Christ is really present in the Mass and 
offers Himself to_atone for our sins as 
He did upon Calvary. 

“At what part of the Mass do the Body 
and Blood of Christ come upon the altar? 
At the Consecration, when the priest re- 
peats the words of Christ: ‘This is My 
Body; This is the Chalice of My Blood.’ 

“What is the office of the priest in the 
Mass? The priest stands in the place of 
Christ and speaks the words of Christ 
at the Consecration. It is really Christ 
Himself Who is both Priest and Victim 
in the Sacrifice of the Mass.” 


The Proper Use of Symbols 

Such gross materialism is entirely 
foreign to the inspired Word. Jesus not 
only taught by parables, but constantly 
used symbols, When He said, “Destroy 
this temple, and in three days I will 
raise it up,” we hardly need to be told 
that “he spoke of the temple of his body” 
(John 2:19, 21; Rheims-Douay ver.). 
When He said, “I am the virie,” we un- 
derstand that He is using metaphor. 
When He said, “I am the way,” we do not 
take His words literally. When He said,

To Win Catholies to Christ 


The publication of Dr. Slocum’s 
articles on Romanism affords a good

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Jew or more strictly forbidden by the 
Mosaic Law than the drinking of blood. 


The doctrine of transubstantiation is a 
grossly carnal perversion of the deeply 
spiritual symbols of Christ’s passion, 
which robs them of all meaning. But 
the most appalling feature of this sac- 
rilege is that it delivers Christ to be 
crucified afresh at the will of any priest 
who chooses to pronounce the magic 
formula. The great central truth of all 
Scripture is that the sacrifice of Christ 
on Calvary was unique; that He offered 
Himself ONCE, and that it is not the 
sacrifice that is perpetual, but the re- 
demption which it purchased that is 
perpetual, and perpetually effective for 
the salvation of eVeryone who is “ac- 
cepted in the beloved.” The Scripture 
testifies that “as it is appointed unto men 
once to die, and after this the judgment: 
so also Christ was offered once to exhaust 
the sins of many” (Heb. 9:27, 28, Rheims- 
Douay ver.). Again it is written that 
“we are sanctified by the oblation of the 
body of Jesus Christ once, And every 
priest indeed standeth daily ministering, 
and often offering the same sacrifices, 
which can never take away sins. But 
this man, offering one sacrifice for sins, 
forever sitteth on the right hand of 
God, from henceforth expecting, until 
his enemies be made his footstool, For 
by one oblation he hath perfected for 
ever them that are sanctified” (Heb. 10: 
10-14; Rheims-Douay ver.). The King 
James version makes it still more em- 
phatic that Christ’s sacrifice was unique, 
for it reads: “We are sanctified through 
the offering of the body of Jesus Christ 
once for all. And every priest standeth 
daily ministering and offering oftentimes 
the same sacrifices, which can never take 
away sins: but this man, after he had 
offered one sacrifice for sins for ever, sat 
down on the right hand of God; from 
henceforth expecting till his enemies be 
made_his foptstool. For by ONE offering 
he hath perfected for ever'them that are 
sanctified.” 


Priestly Casuistry 


It is noteworthy that Pope and Council 
label the sacrament the “unbloody sac- 
rifice” of the Mass, yet claim that it is a 
“true and proper sacrifice for sins” in 
defiance of the Scripture which def- 
initely affirms that “without shedding 
of blood is no remission.” It is flecessary 
to refer to the sacrament of the Mass, as 
“unbloody” for the reason that the priest 
alone partakes of the wine, and the 
communicants receive only the wafer, 
although this ignores Christ’s direct com- 
mand, “Drink ye all of it.” Here again 
priestly casuistry is called upon to dis-

T= Church Peace Union, which was 
endowed by the late Andrew Car- 
negie, has announced plans for a 
World Congress of Religion in October 
of next year to back the program of the 
United Nations with the influence of all 
religious persons who believe in a Su- 
preme Being and desire human brother- 
hood. Invitations are being sent to a 
thousand men and women selected from 
major religious faiths all over the world. 

Dr. Atkinson, general secretary of the 
Church Peace Union, tells us that “the 
very future of our civilization is bound 
up in the success of the United Nations.” 
No mention of the Lord Jesus Christ is 
made in the circular announcing the pro- 
posed Congress, On the Church Peace 
Union’s board of trustees is Mr. Henry 
Monsky, president of the (Jewish) B’nai 
B'rith. The Church Peace Union has 
all along stood close to the Federal Coun- 
cil, the same men largely officering the 
two organizations, 

Meantime Professor Einstein sends out 
a statement in which he truly tells us 
that “the atomic bomb has altered pro- 
foundly the nature of the world. Never 
before was it possible for one nation to 
make war on another without sending 
armies across borders. No center of 
population is secure from surprise de- 
struction in a single attack.” Then he 
adds, “It is easier to denature plutonium 
than it is to denature the evil spirit of 
man.” 

They should have thought of that be- 
fore! It may be too late now. The 
times are apocalyptic. Those who scoffed 
at the Book of Revelation now find the 
laugh on them as they scurry about 
calling together world peace congfesses. 
A writer in Harpers described some of 
the things which we, for the time being, 
escaped as revealed in an examination 
of German military secret scientific 
studies— rocket planes, for example, 
with a flying range of 3,000 miles and 
with a speed of 5,870 miles an hour, 
which is faster than sound. A motored 
bomber was under construction. which 
would have gone to New York from Ger- 
many in forty minutes. It would have 
flown, pilot-guided, at an altitude of 154 
miles. “With bombers of this type the 
Germans hoped to destroy any city on 
earth ip a few days.” 

We can only say, “It is of the Lord’s 
mercies that we are not consumed,” and 
as to the future only cry in prayer, 
“Even so, come, Lord Jesus” to save Thy 
people ‘from’ the closing nightmare of 
human history. 


Newspaper evangelism is carried on ef- 
fectively bythe Rev. George N. Taylor 
of Portland, Oreg., in six-inch contribu- 


tions each week. Of these Gospel- 
packed paragraphs, Mr. Uchimana, a 
Japanese medical student, writes: “I 
never knew what the Bible was about 
until I read those newspaper messages. 
I look up those pieces every week and 
read them.” An Italian woman adds: 
“I take the Independent, our town paper, 
for the sake of those advertisements. 
It is the first thing I look for in my 
weekly paper.” From South Oregon: 


. “They have proved a real blessing to 


our family. We mail them to our un- 
converted friends.” Evidently this is a 
vein that should be worked. 

In an article in the Expository Times, 
the writer remarks: “One can imagine 
the superb use St. Paul would have 
made of the Corinthian Courier, or the 
Philippian Post, had such organs been 
in existence. He would have gotten the 
new religion discussed in their columns 
and would not have minded overmuch 
whether it were praised or condenmed, 
so long as it was not ignored.” 

This same writer tells of a scheme of 
newspaper evangelism launched in 1936 
in the diocese of Salisbury, Eng. Six 
of the principal newspapers circulating 
in the counties of Wilts and Dorset have 
co-operated week by week in the pub- 
lication of short religious articles of 
from five to six hundred words. The 
articles are supplied by a team of thir- 
teen contributors, appointed by the 
bishop. Recently the scheme has been 
extended, at the request of the editors 
concerned, to papers in the adjoining 
county of Somerset. The-articles strive 
to be evangelistic, are simple in style 
and language, and are written for those 
without the church, 

The newspaper advertisement is the 
tract in an up-to-date form. It goes 
into the home and is seen and read by 
any who will spare a moment. Dr. 
Welch of the British Broadcasting Com- 
pany has spoken recently of the “spir- 
itual hunger of people,” adding, “There 
are millions of people who are not at- 
tached to any religious body, but who 
habitually, day by day, listen to re- 
ligious broadcasts.” A writer of re- 
ligious articles in the English press has 
had more than 25,000 letters from 
readers in twenty years. Another has 
built up a league of prayer numbering 
more than a half million men and 
women. 


China Native Evangelistic Crusade re- 
cently held a series of special meetings 
of thanksgiving in the auditorium of the 
Spiritual Training Seminary at Chung- 
king. Miss Ednah Loh, dean of the semi- 
nary, was in the chair, and among the 
speakers was Miss Mary Chen of the 
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Southern Baptist Mission. (Don’t tell 
me that Paul would not be delighted 
with that!) After the first day those 
present went out in @ands to preach in 
villages, schools, in rice fields, and even 
on university campuses, Evangelist Cal- 
vin Ciao, who was there, no doubt 
leading. This crusade works in four 
provinces under the direction of Moses 
Yu and Andrew Hsu. It is closely as- 
sociated with the China Intervarsity 
Fellowship, whiéh has over 2,000 mem- 
bers, and with Dr. Chia Yu Ming’s Spir-. 
itual Training Seminary. Its temper is 
clear from this announcement in its 
organ: “Your prayers are needed that 
through headquarters may flow the life 
and power of Christ instead of their 
being a mere administrative body; that 
all work, even though it may be routine, 
may be done in the power of the Holy 
Spirit 


Max Weber’s essay, “Protestant Ethic 
and the Spirit of Capitalism,” was ex- 
amined by Dr. Henry Townsend in an 
address before the Protestant Truth So- 
ciety in Caxton Hall, London. This 
essay attempted to trace back to the 
Reformation the evils which have ac- 
companied certain unhappy develop- 
ments of capitalism in Protestant lands, 
and this has given opportunity to Cath- 
olic writers to discredit Protestantism 
in working-class circles. They charge 
on Protestantism all the earlier and later 
miseries of the industrjal revolution. 
Mr, Christopher Dawson, an intense Ro- 
man Catholic, has led in this propaganda. 
On the other hand, the Roman Church 
is painted as the consistent and unfailing 
friend of labor. 

They forget that long before the Ref- 
ormation, Florentine bankers of the 
fourteenth century were lending money 
to English kings, and medieval capitalists 
financed the English wool trade. The 
Fuggers of Augsburg were German 
bankers who financed the Papacy and in 
return received a 54 per cent dividend 
on their loans, which was paid by the 
sale of indulgerfces. In our own day, 
Mr. John McGovern, a Catholic Mem- 
ber of Parliament, described, in his re- 
port, “Why the Church Has Backed 
Franco,” what he saw of Church capital- 
ism in Spain. He wrote: 

“The Church has become an institu- 
tion of capitalist exploitation. How? 
The Church appointed from an inner 
circle five men in Catalonia. They held 
a considerable amount of the stock of 
the underground, the trams, buses, rail- 
ways, and the worst slum property in 
Barcelona. These men held land for the 
Church, and the poverty of the peasants 
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was the worst in the world. The Church 
paid the peasants at the rate of five 
shillings weekly in English money. The 
Church controlled the greatést amount 
of stock in telephones, banks, cinemas, 
cafés, hotels, and even in the bull ring 
and the dog-racing tracks. Every time 
the dog chased the hare it brought profit 
to the Church; every time the bull was 
stabbed to death the Jesuits drew a 
profit.” 

“A Swedish company erected elec- 
tricity works in Catalonia and charged 
35 centimos a unit. The Church, how- 
ever, owned electricity works in Spain 
and undersold the Swedes by charging 
3 centimos a unit. When the Swedish 
firm was ruined and compelled to sell 
out to the banks owned by the Jesuits, 
the price of electricity was raised to 60 
eentimos a unit. There was a cabaret 
in Saragossa which cost a half million 
of money and was owned by the Jesuits. 
The least said about that cabaret the 
better.” 


Dr. Guiton is a French Methodist pas- 
tor of strong evangelical convictions, 
who insists that Unum Corpus SUMUS 
in Christo (We ARE one body in 
Christ) and that all this furor about 
ecumenicism is superfluous. Even dan- 
gerous! as, for example, in the decision 
made at the Ecumenical Council of 
Geneva that “in August, 1948, a Supreme 
Council of Churches will be established 
definitely, with its parliament and its 
government. This Council will exercise 
over each church a recognized author- 
ity, though each church will retain a 
real independence and autonomy.” 

He says it would take into its ample 
fold Unitarianism on the extreme Left 
and Greek Orthodoxy on the extreme 
Right. 

A provisional Ecumenical Council has 
been elected with five presidents — four 
Protestant and the fifth an Archbishop 
of the Orthodox Church., As the Ortho- 
dox Church is dominated by Moscow, its 
Patriarch being nominated by the Rus- 
sian atheist Government, one cannot fail 
to see here a dangerdus anomaly. 

It should be noted, as Dr. Guiton 
points out, that Protestant unification 
has the sympathy of Rome. It repre- 
sents emphasis on the doctrine of the 
Visible Church rather than on the great 
Christian and Protestant doctrine of the 
Invisible Church made up of all true 
Christians and of them only. Rome 
hopes that a unified Protestantism will 
be more likely to submit to its claims. 


Mr. R. M. Piepgrass has worked among 
Mohammedans in West Africa since 1930. 
“They have religion but no salvation,” 
he writes. “Many of them have a'sense 
of, need for something Mohammedanism 
does not give. The most effective way 
to reach them is through the printed 
page. Translations will not do. They 
must have literature written for them 
“by those who know their language and 
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know the Gospel.” To this end, the West 
African Gospel Publishing Society has 
been formed, incorporated under the 
laws of the District of Columbia, for 
writing, publishing, and distributing 
Christian literature among the Hausa peo- 
ple and other Moslems. “The Lord has 
led three other couples and a single lady 
to associate themselves with us in this 
ministry and has met every financial 
need. 

“We have been on the field now nearly 
four months and have had much liberty 
in writing in both Hausa and English. We 
have applied for a site at Kaduna Junc- 
tion, capital of Northern Nigeria, cen- 
trally located as to the railroads, and 
ideal for contacts with Nigeria and other 
parts of W. Africa.”

A mission snapshot from South Amer- 
ica is sent-us by Mrs. Helen Carder of 
the Association of Baptists’ mission: 

“Sr. Perez, Jim, and I were invited 
to the great hacienda of a rich sympa- 
thizer, an hour from here by car and 
horseback. We were treated royally, 
saw their sugar mill in action, and later 
had a meeting at the house for the peons 
and the family. All listened well. , I 
played their fine piano. What a contrast 
between the peons and the piano! 

“Two weeks ago Jim went on trek to 
the Carare to find an evangelical fam- 
ily, homesteaders in the wild jungle. 
From the highway he set out on foot, 
carrying saddlebags of literature. While 
trying to ford-a swollen mountain stream 
about dusk, he lost the bundle he had 
made of his suit, raincoat, pen, and other 
valuables. It was a miracle of God that 
he was not drowned. After more adven- 
tures with deep mud, mules, darkness, 
sleeping on a hut floor with hen and 
= bad food, terrible trails, he 
found a family, a mother and fourteen 
children ranging from nine to twenty- 
nine years. They had never attended 
a Gospel meeting, nor seen a mission- 
ary, but each night read the Bible they 
brought from Tolima, and prayed. He 
stayed two days, teaching them simple 
truths of the Christian life, and says 
he never had a more attentive audience. 
He came home in borrowed clothes and 
looked like a tramp, thin and haggard. 

“Bells are tolling. They toll twice a 
day all this month, to remind people to 
pay for Masses for their loved ones in 
purgatory. Oh, the delusion !” 


Of the Japanese invasion of Burma 
the Bible Churchman says, “The Chris- 
tians have known persecution, torture, 
and death.” This was imposed some- 
times by the occupying troops and not 
occasionally by their own countrymen, 
who have seized the opportunity to 
suppress the one serious rival to 
Buddhism. 
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Church buildings and homes have 
been wantonly destroyed. In one town 
every Christian home, sixty in all, was 
wiped out. The Deaf School in Ran- 
goon is the only building of the Bible 
Churchman Mission intact. - Pastors, 
evangelists, teachers, and humble be- 
lievers have been browbeaten, tortured, 
killed. An Indaw Bible woman saw the 
Japanese force bamboo splinters between 
fingernails to extort information. 

“Driven from pillar to post through the 
weary years of war, and suffering un- 
told hardships and privations, the Chris. 
tians of Upper Burma, Arakan, and the 
Shan States have been scattered and 
slaughtered. As news slowly filters 
through, the story of the Japanese reign 
of terror has been pieced together and 
the experiences of the Christians made 
known.” .. . . The majority held firm, 
witnessing a good confession. Even in 
wartime the Rev. Hkamaw Gam bap- 
tized seventy-eight new converts during 
the war years. 


Dr. Henry Betts, a leading English 
Methodist, is convinced that the intelli- 
gence of small children is grossly under- 
estimated by most adults. It is com- 
monly thought that young children can- 
not grasp some of the greater truths of 
religion. In church, therefore, they are 
turned out into the street just before 
the sermon, as if it were altogether be- 
yond their comprehension. 

“I am quite sure that all this is wrong,” 
he writes in the Methodist Recorder. 


‘“I can remember as a very small boy 


pondering over what I now know are 
some of the greatest mysteries in life 
and in religien. Most children do this, 
but naturally they have not always the 
language to tell the grown-ups what 
they are puzzling about, and I think 
they are also checked by an instinctive 
shyness in these matters.” 

Then he gives illustrations. 

A little girl once said to Mr. Allanson 
Picton, “Please tell me why there was 
ever anything at all?” That raises every, 
ultimate question that the human intel- 
lect can face in a single drastic query. 

A small boy remarked, “If I’d gone 
upstairs, could God make. it that I 
hadn’t?” The mind of the child wanted 
to know whether God could undo a thing 
that had been done. 

Another little boy, aged three, repeat- 
edly asked, “Where has yesterday gene?” 
and, “Why does counting never end?” 
These questions involve the problem of 
time and the concept of infinity. 

Professor Sully relates that a little 
boy remarked to his mother that if he 
could say what he liked to God, it would 
be, “Love me when I am naughty.” Does 
not the Gospel mean just this, “While we 
were yet sinners, Christ died for us’? 
Another boy, of seven, repeating the 
text, “The bloed of Jesus Christ 
cleanseth from all sin,” thought a mo- 
ment and then said, “I see haw It is. 
The blood of Jesus is God’s India-rub- 
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ber. When it is rubbed over the page 
of the book where our sins ‘are writ- 
ten, it takes them all away,” an informal 
phrasing of the apostolic words, “having 
forgiven you all trespasses; blotting out 
the handwriting of ordinances that was 
against us.” 

Another small child, when put to bed, 
the light being extinguished, meditated 
in this fashion, “Isn’t Christ a beauti- 
fyl word! It shines like a bright stone.” 


Several years ago, Mr. Leonard V. 
Harrison of the Distillers’ Institute in 
Washington, said to me, “We are plan- 
ning to work with the drys,” and this 
indeed seems to be an international 
program, for Dr. Hercod writes me from 
Switzerland that the Swiss liquor inter- 
ests applied for entrance into the Swiss 
temperance organizations on the ground 
that they, too, were interested in “tem- 
perance” — defined as “mdderate drink- 
ing.” They were turned down. 

Back of the Research Council on 
Problems of Alcohol are the distillers 
who have recently contributed, to it 
$150,000 “for study of the cause of in- 
toxication.” Various churchmen are on 
the board of this council. At the Yale 
School of Alcohol Studies this summer 
there will be among the speakers, Mr. 
Moseley, the advertising manager of 
Seagrams Distilling Corporation, and 
Mr. McGinnis of the Distillers’ Institute, 
an organization which is of such a char- 
acter that even Gene Tunney of Ameri- 
can Distillers withdrew from it. At the 
Yale session will be a small horde of 
churchmen and temperance leaders, also. 

The Michigan Beer and Liquor Bul- 
letin for January, 1947,* gives further 
illustration of this co-operation: 

“Lester E. Jacobi, president of Schen- 
ley’s Distillers Corporation, is» chairman 
of the Wine and Spirits Division of the 
National Conference of Christians and 
Jews. He recently called upon the in- 
dustry to give active financial support 
to the conference’s nation-wide drive 
for $4,000,000 ‘to carry on its worth- 
while program.’ Co-chairmen on the 
committee with Mr. Jacobi are General 
Frank R. Schwengel, president of Sea- 
gram’s Distilling Corporation, and Mr. 


’ Balfe, executive vice-president of Na- 





tional Distillers’ Products Corporation.” 

The National Conference of Christians 
and Jews, like the Yale School of Alco- 
hol Studies, stands close to the Federal 
Council. 

Another illustration of the same thing 
was a full-page advertisement of Schen-. 
ley’s in a leading financial publication, 
Barron’s National Business and Finan- 
cial Weekly, of February 10, calling on 
the trade to support a current drive of 
the Salvation Army for a million dollars 
by placing collection boxes in every sales 
place where Schenley’s products are 
handled. 


By way of contrast is the following 
from a missionary in South America: 
“On one occasion three of us sought 
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the Lord for one thousand pesos and 
trusted Him to send it for a certain day. 
The day before the money was due, the 
one thousand pesos were given. We 
went to thank the person who had given 
the money and were told that he had 
won a lottery and was giving this por- 
tion to us as from the Lord. 

“We continually teach the believers 
against the vice of buying lottery tickets, 
and now we were faced with this ques- 
tion, ‘Had not we asked God for this 
money at this stated time and had it 
not come?’ We turned the money down, 
and some three months later the Lord 
gave it to us from a clean source and 
added about two hundred pesos more.” 


General Chang Chi-chung describes 
himself as “an old soldier in the Chi- 
nese Army and a new recruit in the 
army of Christ.” He is remembered as 
the brave defender of Shanghai in 1932. 

In earlier days he was greatly im- 
pressed by the faith and earnestness of 
Christian schoolmates in the Paotingfu 
Military Academy, and when superin- 
tendent of the Central Military Acad- 
emy at Nanking was deeply influenced 
ay an address of James Yen, advocate 
of Chinese literacy. He began to read 
the Bible, and, in the midst of wartime 
anxieties and responsibilities, realized 
that a strength not his own was sup- 
porting him. 

Dr. Price tells, in the Presbyterian 
Survey, of speaking, by his invitation, 
to a thousand students gathered from 
all over Szechwan Province. “He told 
me he was reading the Bible regularly, 
and asked many questions about the 
Christian faith. His son, an engineering 
student, came for a long interview.” 

Later, when in the hospital for malig- 
nant malaria, he had a deep Christian 
experience. “My whole life passed be- 
fore me in the light of God. I saw 
clearly my sins, my failures. I knew 
that I needed Jesus Christ for my Sav- 
iour.” So he called for a Chinese pas- 
tor to baptize him. 

Now he is an intimate friend of Bishop 
Song, a great Christian scholar and saint 
of West China, with whom he studied 
Scripture. A part of every day is set 
aside for prayer and devotional reading. 
He is recognized as one of the most in- 
teresting and forceful speakers to youth 
in all China, his addresses being rich 
in content and sparkling with quotations 
and illustrations. In the dark days of 
war he organized a Morale Officers Corps, 
staffed with Christians, which by the end 
of war was serving effectively in sev- 
eral military areas. Now, in peacetime, 
he is fighting graft and cotruption. His 
wife and four children are all Chris- 
tians. Grace is said at meals. “Once 
when I was in his home he asked his 
youngest son, aged twelve, to stand by 
the table, sing for us a Christian hymn, 
and repeat a Bible passage.” 

He is now governor of Sinkiang, erst- 
‘while Chinese Turkestan, a province 
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seven times the area of Texas. Thou- 
sands of young Chinese are moving in 
this direction, and General Chang’s 
clean, efficient government is attracung 
widespread attention. The Russians had 
previously crowded out the few mis- 
sionaries working there. General Chang 
is asking for Christian missions and 
churches to assist in the development 
of this China’s “New Dominion,” through 
which, on the other hand, run some of 
the oldest caravan roads in the world. 


I went to the First Spanish Baptist 
Church in New York one Sunday morn- 
ing, and it was a delight. It is on 116th 
Street near the Third Avenue Elevated, 
and Spanish-speaking Christians come 
thither trom all over Greater New York. 
The church was packed, men and women, 
young people, boys and girls, mostly 
Puerto Ricans, well-dressed, happy- 
faced, intelligent, of all degrees of skin 
color. They have come up out of Ro- 
manism. The church building was for- 
merly Episcopalian, which through the 
kindness of Bishop Manning and the fra- 
ternal help of Mr. Mansfield, manager 
sof the Chase National Bank, who ar- 
ranged the transfer, was bought for 
$20,000. That was four years ago, and 
the congregation has already liquidated 
half the cost. The leader of this great 
work is the Rev. Cotto Reyes, but the 
preacher of the day was Mr. Archilla, 
now working with the Latin American 
Mission in Costa Rica. Certainly a 
preacher of power, he was educated in 
a Lutheran Seminary, is a strong evan- 
gelical, and is most hopeful about the 
advance of the Gospel in Latin America. 
Mr. Reyes told me that his church op- 
poses dancing among its young people, 
which, he says, is contrary to practice 
in public high schools and even in some 
Baptist churches. These Puerto Ricans 
have in this particular a higher stand- 
ard than the Riverside Church. 


Brief Notes 


Twenty years ago an ancient Car- 
thusian monastery in Southern France, 
called La Chartfeuse de Valbonne, was 
purchased from the government by 
French Protestants with $20,000 given 
by Dr. Justin Abbott, through the Amer- 
icdn Mission to Lepers. It is a hospital 
for lepers. 


The Church of the Brethren has given 
five hundred heifers to Italy through 
the Italian Department of Agriculture. 
American Friends* are working with 
their own Hands repairing and rebuild- 
ing homes. American Mennonites are 
establishing in the Waldensian valleys 
a visiting nurse service. They have 
distributed many tons of clothing and 
are now bringing thirty-five Italian 
youth to study in American colleges. A 
Lutheran army chaplain, finding the 
Waldensian church at Cerignola without 
a pastor, learned Italian quickly and 
conducted their services during the 
months he was stationed near by.

tort the plain teaching of God’s Word by 
subtending a footnote to Matthew 26: 
27, which reads as follows: 

“Drink ye all of this. This was spoken 
to the twelve apostles; who were the All 
then present; and they all drank of it. 
But it no ways follows from these words 
spoken to the apostles, that all the faith- 
ful are here commanded to drink of the 
chalice; any more than that all the faith- 
ful are commanded to consecrate, offer, 
and administer this sacrament; because 
Christ upon this samé occasion, and at 
the same time, bid the apostles do so.” 
The answer to such futile arguments is 
of course the open Bible, illuminated by 
the light of the Holy Spirit. 


PURGATORY 


No Catholic is assured of salvation. His 
highest hope is to enter purgatory to 
remain there indefinitely, perhaps for 
thousands of years. The Church is still 
offering Masses for some of its popes who 
died centuries ago. Catholics cannot hold 
a prayer meeting or a testimony meeting, 
for they have no experience of the in- 
dwelling Christ, There is no joy in their 
lives, for they are burdened with fear. 
They know nothing of what Paul de- 
scribes as “all joy and peace in believing, 
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that ye may abound in hope, through the 
power of the Holy Ghost”; and which 
Peter gommends in saying, “Rejoice with 
joy unspeakable and full of glory: re- 
ceiving the end of your faith, even the 
salvation of your souls”; for the doctrine 
of purgatory cuts them off completely 
from the assurance of salvation. Their 
utmost hope is to be shriven by a priest 
on their deathbed, that they may secure 
entrance to the limbo of tortured souls. 

The catechism presents the doctrine of 
purgatory as follows: 

“What is Purgatory? Purgatory is a 
place where souls are detained for a time 
and purified if they die guilty of slight 
sins, or if they have not entirely atoned 
for grave sins, though these have been 
forgiven, . . .‘Amen, I say to thee, thou 
shalt not go out from thence till thou pay 
the last farthing.’ 

“Does our reason help us to believe in 
Purgatory? Since we are convinced that 
there is a Future Life, our reason de- 
mands such a place as Purgatory. Most 
people are neither great saints nor great 
sinners; they are not prepared at death 
to enter Heaven immediately, or evil 
enough to deserve Hell. 

“Can we help the souls in Purgatory? 
Yes; we can help souls in Purgatory by 
our prayers, by Indulgences and es- 
pecially by the Sacrifice of the Mass.

Memorizing a Bible Book a Month 


Some of the blessings of systematically hiding God's Word in the heart 


HAS been said that reading the Bible 

is good, studying it is better, but 
memorizing it is best of all, and from 
years of personal experience I have 
found this to be true. 

About eighteen years ago, while teach- 
ing in the public schools, I joined a 
weekly Bible study class taught by one 
of God’s choicest saints, and here I 
learned to love the Bible and here I had 
my first introduction to memorization of 
the Scriptures. We memorized Scripture 
alphabets, Psalms, and chapters from the 
books of both the Old and the New Tes- 
taments. I found this so interesting and 
so ‘helpful that I decided to make it the 
rule of my life to memorize at last one 
verse every day, always with its refer- 
ence, a practice I have followed faith- 
fully through the years with immeasur- 
able blessing. 

Last year I had the privilege of hearing 
Dr. Kallenbach, the blind evangelist, who 
has since gone to be with the Lord. In 
tke course of his address he said that he 
had memorized the entire New Testament 
since he had become blind. As I listened 
I seemed to be rebuked by the Holy 
Spirit for having done so little memory 
work in comparison with what this hand- 
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icapped follower of the Lord Jesus had 
been able to accomplish. 


Ever since that night I felt led, yea, 


almost compelled to give more time to 
the memorization of God’s Word, and I 
believe God had a purpose in laying this 
so heavily upon my heart. But it was 
not until the first of this year that I 
resolved with God’s help to do that 
which would cost me a great deal in 
time and effort, and that was to mem- 
orize one book of the Bible each month 
during the year. When I came to this 
decision, it seemed that all the evil forces 
were pitted against me, which very fact 
convinced me that there was great bless- 
ing in store for me through this memo- 
rizing that Satan did not want me to 
have, but, praise the Lord, He gave me 
strength to win the victory. 

So, in January, I began with Ephe- 
sians,athat wonderful book which de- 
picts sq beautifully the believer’s ex- 
alted position in Jesus Christ through His 
marvelous grace, and which also shows 
so clearly how the believer should walk 
in accordance with that position. In 
February I memorized the Book of He- 
brews. Through the memorization of 
this book, I had my spiritual eyes open- 
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ed to a new appreciation of the high 
priestly work of our blessed Saviour in 
making it possible for us to have access 
into the holiest by the shedding of His 
precious blood. In March and April 
came two of my favorite books, First and 
Second Peter, and here again rich treas- 
ures have been revealed to me, 


For the encouragement of others I 
might say that I am no genius at mem- 
orizing. It is very difficult at first, for 
Satan tries to discourage by every subtle 
wile in his power, and I think that is 
why so many become defeated before 
they get well started. But I always take 
the good advice of James who says, 
“Submit yourselves therefore to God. 
Resist the devil, and he will flee from 
you” (Jas, 4:7). It is the submitting to 
God that is the secret of victory, for 
then He through us does the resisting, 
and Satan knows he is a defeated foe, 
After that, memorizing is comparatively 
easy. 


I find early morning the best time for 
committing to memory the Word, for you 
will remember that the manna had to be 
gathered early else it melted away. 


When I speak of the memorizing that 
I do, it is with no sense of self-glory, 
for I have long since had the truth of 
1 Corinthians 4:7 burned into my heart, 
“For who maketh thee to differ from an- 
other? and what hast thou that thou didst 
not receive? now if thou didst receive 
it, why dost thou glory, as if thou hadst 
not received it?” I know that any tal- 
ent or ability I may have is all of God 
and should be used for His. glory, but I 
do covet for others the blessing of ex- 
periencing how wonderfully precious 
God’s Word can become when hidden in 
one’s heart. There are so many choice 
golden nuggets tucked away for the re- 
ward of him who is willing to commit 
the ‘Word to memory. 


In times of illness or even in the event 
of loss of eyesight, what a comfort it can 
be to have the Scriptures deep within 
the recesses of the heart for the strength- 
ening of one’s faith under trial! Then, 
indeed, the time may come, and that not 
too far distant, when we may not be al- 
lowed to read the Bible for ourselves. 
Ralph Norton, the late well-loved direc- 
tor of the Belgian Gospel Mission, often 
said that he believed the time would 
come when Christians would not have 
access to God’s Word, basing his belief 
on Amos 8:12. If that’time should come, 
think what a treasury of blessing the 
hidden Word would be, on which one 
could feast, and mortal man could not 
forbid ! 


I do praise the Lord for His precious 
Word and would exclaim with Jeremiah 
of old, “Thy words were found, and I did 
eat them; and thy word was unto me 
the joy and rejoicing of my heart” (Jer. 
15: 16).

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LESSON 8. AUGUST 24. WISE WORDS CONCERNING HONESTY

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


OD is a God of truth (Deut. 32:4), 
G and He delights in. uprightness 

and integrity of heart and life. 
We say that “honesty is the best pol- 
icy,” but it is a poor principle to regard 
honesty simply as a matter of policy. 
For the child of God, it is the expression 
of the divine nature communicated to 
all who believe in the Lord Jesus Christ, 
who is Himself truth incarnate (John 
14:6). Everything false and unreal is an 
offense to Him and should be shunned 
by those who profess allegiance to Him. 


Even the man of the world who is care- 
ful to keep his word and whose declara- 
tions can be depended upon is esteemed 
by those who know him and have busi- 
ness dealings with him. Though un- 
truthful themselves, men admire one 
who is sterling honest. 

It seems strange that Christians should 
ever need to be admonished to be scru- 
pulously honest:in their behavior to- 
ward each other, But we read in Ephe- 
sians 4:25, “Wherefore putting away 
lying, speak every man truth with his 
neighbour: for we are members one 
of another.” Untruthfulness is character- 
istic of those who know not God. “The 
wicked ...,” we are told, “go astray 
as soon as they be born, speaking lies 
(Psa. 58:3). Dishonesty springs from an 
evil heart. As new creatures in Christ 
Jesus we are admonished to “lie not one 
to another, seeing that ye have put off 
the old man with his deeds” (Col. 3:9). 
The old man is the man of old, all that 
we were before we were born of God and 
made members of the new creation. As 
such, let us ever guard our lips that no 
untrue word is ever uttered, but that we 
speak the truth in love thus honoring 
Him whom we profess to serve.

The Historical Setting 


King Solomon, himself the wisest of 
men, spoke three thousand proverbs 
(1 Kings 4:32). Of these he selected by 
divine inspiration and set in order those 
which we find in the Book of Proverbs, 
that they might guide others, particularly 
the young, in the right way (Eccles. 
12:9-12). Others were added to these 
in the days of King Hezekiah (Prov. 
25:1). All are for our instruction and 
edification. 


Verse by Verse - 


Prov. 3:3.—“Let not mercy and truth 
forsake thee.”. Note the way in which 
mercy is linked with truth. Sometimes, 
in our effort to abide by and defend 
the truth, we are inclined to be harsh 
and unmerciful to those who do not see 
as we do. It is not necessary to be un- 
duly. severe as we walk in the truth 
(3 John 3, 4). 

Chap. 11:1—“A false balance: is 
abomination to the Lord.” Dishonesty is 
manifested in deceitful practices in busi- 
ness even though no untrue word escapes 
the lips. The Christian tradesman should 
be absolutely dependable in all his 
dealings. 


Verse 3.—“The integrity of the upright 
Shall guide them.” Where one is’ actu- 
ated by honorable principles he will 
never be at a loss to know how to be- 
have in any circumstance he has to face. 
“The perverseness of transgressors” may 
seem to profit them for the moment, but 
it will bring disgrace and disaster in the 
end. 


Chap. 12:17.—“He that speaketh truth 


righted by the International Council of Religious Education, 
and used by permission. 


sheweth forth righteousness.” That which 
is hidden in the heart of a righteous 
man is manifested by the truthfulness of 
his words. The contrary is the case with 
the wicked. 


Verse 18.—“The tongue of the wise is 
health.” A liar’s words -cause trouble 
and pierce the heart like a sword, but 
the speech of the wise is profitable and 
edifying, for the wise man loves truth 
and will not descend to anything false 
or unreal, 


Verse 19.—“The lip of truth shall be 
established for ever.” Truth never has 
to be called back. It abides through all 
tests. But “a lying tongue is but for a 
moment.” Falsehood may seem to tri- 
umph at first, but it will soon be exposed, 
and its author put to shame. 

Verse 20.—“Deceit is in the heart of 
them that imagine evil.” The source of 
all untruthfulness is the corrupt heart of 
the natural man. It is “out of the abun- 
dance of the heart [that] the mouth 


’ speaketh” (Matt. 12:34). The “counsellors 


of peace” are a source of joy to all who 
come in contact with them. 


Verse 21.—“There shail no evil happen 
to the just.” He who walks uprightly 
may be exposed to suffering at times, but 
nothing can really harm him, for all 
things work together for good for him 
who, loving God, honors Him by walk- 
ing uprightly before Him. 

Verse 22.—“Lying lips are abomin- 
ation to the Lord.” God hates lying and 
delights in truthfulness, for He is Him- 
self the holy and the true. 

Chap. 14:5—*A faithful witness will 
not lie”” No matter what the circum- 
stances, a faithful witness will refuse to 
pervert facts. On the other hand, a false 
witness will not hesitate to perjure 
himself if he thinks he may gain thereby. 
Our Lord Jesus is our great example as 
the faithful and true witness (Rev. 1:5; 
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3:14). He never deviated from the truth 
in the minutest detail. 

Chap. 23:10——“Remove not the old 
landmark; and enter not into the fields 
of the fatherless.” One may lie in action 
as well as in words. To surreptitiously 
change a landmark, or to misappropriate 
another’s property is as grave an offense 
as to utter falsehood with the. lips. A 
genuinely honest man will never be 
guilty of anything that is of a question- 
able character. 

Verse 11.—“Their redeemer is mighty; 
he shall plead their cause.” The kins- 
man-redeemer in Israel was a relative 
who undertook to act on behalf of his 
distressed brother. The Lord God has in 
grace become such a one to all who look 
to Him, and He will not fail to deal 
justly with those who wrong others. 
“He that doeth wrong shall receive for 
the wrong which he hath done: and there 
is no respect of persons” (Col. 3:25). 


The Heart of the Lesson 

In this case, the heart of the lesson 
and the heart of each individual con- 
cerned are linked together most in- 
timately. For the gist of the entire 
lesson may be given in one word— 
truth. And it is when truth controls the 
heart that the whole life is honest and 
upright before God and man. Al] de- 
ceit is abominable in the sight of the 
holy One with whom we HKave’to do. 
He whose eyes are as a flame of fire sees 
into our inmost being and is quick to 
detect any tendency to that which is 
false and hypocritical. And He has pro- 
nounced a fearful doom on all liars 
(Rev. 21:8). None shall enter the 
Heavenly Jerusalem who are given to 
lying (Rev. 21:27). How important then 
it is to be cleansed from every sin by 
the precious blood of Christ and to be 
under the control of the Spirit of truth!

ONESTY is not simply being careful 
not to steal, or not to cheat in a 
trade, or not to tell a falsehood, One 
might be without a fault in all three pf 
these lines and yet be guilty of dis- 
honesty: Christian honesty — shall we 
say Bible honesty— goes deeper. One 
must be honest with God and honest 
with self before he can even begin to 
build an honest life and claim an honest 
character. 

Truth is the basis of all real honesty. 
If we are willing to face the truth and 
accept it at all times and under all cir- 
cumstances we are well on the way to 
honesty in its broadest and best sense. 
But sometimes the truth has a forbid- 
ding countenance, and frightens us. It 
seems to stand in the way of our de- 
sires and we are inclined to run away 
from it. That is the time when we need 
to embrace it and treat it as a best friend. 
We cannot trust our natural desires, 

Jeremiah tells us (17:9) that the hu- 
man “heart is deceitful above all things, 
and desperately wicked.” We actually de- 
ceive ourselves (Obad. 3; 1 John 1:8; Jas. 
1:22).sIt is a certain type of slavery. 
Jesus said, “Ye shall know the truth, and 
the truth shall make you free” (John 
8:32). That is, when we know the truth 
and love it, we shall be loosed from the 
shackles of sin; we shall gain the victory 
over it. Not that we shall be sinless; but 
we will hate sin and fight a winning 
battle against it in our lives, because we 
know the truth and love it — for Christ’s 
sake and for our own sake. 

By all means and at all hazards let 
us seek the truth; and he who seeks shall 
find it. There is one fact, my young 
friends, that I do not think the majority 
of us appreciate. It is this: we can know 
the truth— just as much and as fully as 
we need to know it—at any time we 
want it. There is One right at hand 
ready to reveal it. He is the Holy Spirit. 
Oh, what a wonderful person He is! 
Thank God every day for the Holy Spirit. 
His main business here on earth is to 
reveal to you clearly the truth and the 
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will of God for your thoughts and your 
actions, day by day. 

After David’s great sin, in which he 
had followed his natural desires, instead 
of seeking to know God’s will, he realized 
his folly, and cried out, “Behold thou 
desirest truth in the inward parts” (Psa. 
51:6). And Jeremiah tells us, “Saith the 
Lord, I will put my law in their inward 
parts, and write it in their hearts” (Jer. 
31:33). Paul says: “I delight in the law 
of God after the inward man: but I see 
another law in my members, warring 
against the law of my mind, and bringing 
me into captivity to the law of sin which 
is in my members, O wretched man that 
I am! whe shall deliver me from the 
body of this death? I thank God through 
Jesus Christ our Lord” (Rom. 7: 22-25). 


So here is the conclusion of this whole 
matter of honesty. If God’s law is in the 
heart — and the Holy Spirit will seal it 
there if we ask Him to do it—and we 
are seeking to do His will, there will 
never be any false weights, nor cheating, 
nor lying, nor deceit; there will be no de- 
ceiving of ourselves, nor of others; but 
we will be able to stand forth in the 
“light of the knowledge of the glory of 
God in the face of Jesus Christ” (2 Cor. 
4:6), and live an honest life with God, 
with ourselves, and with all mankind.

t 4 HICH” and “BUT” may be 

“spelled” to review the prov- 
erbs learned last week. The new ones for 
the alphabet are N (Prov> 8:32) and O 
(Prov. 31:9). The last is not one of 
Solomon’s proverbs. Find the author in 
31:1. King Lemuel? Oh, no, read it more 
carefully! His mother—a mother’s ad- 
vice to her son. Angether one of our 
alphabet proverbs is in this chapter, too 
(v. 10). 


Of course, a king must be fair in 
judging the complaints and quarrels of 
his people. But do boys and girls have 
any need of this proverb? (v. 9.) Discus- 
sion may bring out opportunities to pro- 
test against unfair treatments, and defend 
poorer or minority groups on the play- 
ground or anyone who for some trait 
is “picked on.” “Love worketh no ill to 
his neighbour: therefore love .is the 
fulfilling of the law” (Rom 13:10, Mem- 
ory Verse). Do you boys and girls keep 
that Law? 


Are you honest in all your work and 
play? Let us read very thoughtfully and 
prayerfully Proverbs 12:17a and 22. Can 
your mother absolutely trust what you 
say about a broken window? Do you 
fool your little brother by lying to him? 
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Do you think up some make-believe ex- 
cuse to get out of doing the work you 
should do? 


Are you honest with God? Let me 
tell you a Bible story about Solomon’s 
father, King David. King David had be- 
come proud of the number of his people 
and how many strong fighting men he 
had for his army. God punished his pride 
by sending a plague which caused 70,000 
men to die in three days. David could 
see the angel of the Lord as he reached 
Jerusalem to kill the people there, stand- 
ing between earth and heaven with a 
drawn sword in his hand. Then the Lord 
spoke to the angel: “It is enough: stay 
now thine hand.” The angel happened to 
be right by the threshing floor of a man 
named Araunah, Through Gad, God’s 
prophet, David received a message to 
go set up an altar on the threshing floor 
where the angel was. 


When Araunah saw King David and his 
servants coming, Araunah went to meet 
him and bowed before the king with 
his face.upon the ground. King David 
wanted to buy the threshing floor to 
build an altar to the Lord. Araunah of- 
fered to give the king the place, also 
the oxen for burnt offerings and the

threshing flails and ox yokes for wood. 
And Araunah prayed that David’s of- 
ering would be pleasing to the Lord. 


The king would not accept Araunah’s 
offer of giving him the things for the 
Lord, “Nay; but I will surely buy it of 
thee at a price: neither will I offer burnt- 
offerings unto the Lord my God of that 
which doth cost me nothing.” So David 
bought the place and the oxen. He built 
the altar, and made his offerings. The 
Lord accepted them. *The plague was 
over. Later the grand Temple which 
David planned and Solomon built was 
located on this very same spot. 


Now, be really honest. Do you give 
the Lord anything? Maybe you bring a 
nickel to Sunday school or church, but 
is it you who is really giving the money, 
or did Dad or Mother give it to you to 
bring? Is it really your own money to 
spend for yourself if you wanted to? 
What offering can you bring that would 
please the Lord? (Giving of child’s own 
money; showing love and honesty in con- 
tacts with others.) 


Close with prayer for honesty in giv- 
ing to God; for fairness, honesty, truth, 
and love toward others.

After the Lesson—You cannot begin 
too early to be honest and truthful. Our 
lesson today has told us how hateful to 
God are both a false balance and lying 
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lips. Even though it be in little things, 
God hates dishonesty and lying. And we 
must remember that small evils can 
grow into large evils. Care to be honest 
and truthful when we are young, even in 
little matters, is very important. 

For stealing thirty thousand dollars 
a young man was given a sentence of 
some years in jail. What put him there? 
Stealing thirty thousand dollars? Yes, 
but that is not all of the answer. 
Years before, when he was only ten, an 
uncle sent him to get something at the 
_ store. There was some change amount- 
ing to seventy-two cents. His uncle did 
not ask for the change, and the boy was 
faced with this temptation. Should he 
hand the money back, or wait for his 
uncle to ask for it. He knew he 
was forgetful, af@i hoped he wouldn’t 
think to ask for the change. Jf he 
didn’t, that would be his loss. The 
uncle never asked for his money, and 
the nephew never gave it back. 
A theft of thousands of dollars had 
put him ‘1n jail, but the first step to 
jail was taken years before when as a 
boy he sold his honesty for just seventy- 


two cents. A bit of cheating in a 


little thing started him on the path of 
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dishonesty, and the end was a wrecked 
life. Remember then, that 
Just as the broadest rivers run 
From small and distant springs, 
The greatest crimes that men have done 
Have grown from little things.

Topic and Scripture: 
We Learn To Be Fair 
(2 Sam, 24:18-25; Provi 12:1%a, 22) 


Sa ILLUSTRATE, use a picture of 
children playing a game. This lesson 
is really one on honesty, Being unfair is 
often dishonesty. I think we should go a 
little further than being fair, we should 
be generous and kind. 

How often we hear somebody say, “It 
was fair, but it was not kind.” That’s 
one of the differences between law and 
grace. Law was fair and just. Grace is 
fair plus unbounded love and mercy, 
“unmerited favor.” 

So when we play a game, be sure we 
do not cheat. I watched two boys play 
marbles. Little by little one boy moved 
forward until he could almost reach the 
target marbles with his hand. Then the 
other boy called him a cheat. For days 
I watched this little boy, and found that 
he never played fair. He couldn’t bear 
to lose a game. Learn to bé a good loser. 
No game is ever important enough to 
cheat to win. Lose the game and stay 
honest. 

Sometimes children cheat in school. 
They look on another’s paper for answers 
they do not know. That is not doing them 
any good. They still do not know the an- 
swers, 

Another very common way children 
are dishonest and unfair is keeping still 
and letting another be punished for what 
they have donei'I know it takes courage 
to speak Gut and say, “I did it,’ when 
you know. the punishment is going to be 
hard. But that is the honest way to do. 

Love is the secret key that makes it 
possible always to be fair and honest. 
Our Memory Verse tells us, “Love work- 
eth no ill to his neighbour.” If our hearts 
are full of love, we do not want to do 
anything to hurt anyone. We will be glad 
to give our brother, or. sister, a larger 
piece of cake than we have. We will be 
willing to let the other boy win part of 
the marble games. 

Some boy or girl is thinking this is 
going to be a very, very hard thing to 
do. There’is just one way to do it. That 
is to let the-Lord Jesus Christ come into 
your heart and rule there. Give Him your 
heart to keep, and His Spirit will guide 
you in unselfish ways. 

If you try to be fair and honest, all 
by yourself, not asking the Lord’s help, 
I’m afraid youare going to be disap- 
pointed. There is only One who can

stand against all the temptations of the 
Devil, and that is Jesus Christ. 

A man once told me how he tried to 
get rid of his sin. He confessed all his 
sins, and did all the things his church 
taught him to do to get rid of sin. For 
one day he was happy and thrilled be- 
cause he thought he was rid of his 
burden. But the next morning he got 
mad and swore. Oh, dear, the load of 
sin was all back again. For years he went 
on this way.

the body, but the overshadowing of the 
Highest enabled Christ to occupy it. 

Mary is not therefore, as the Roman 
Catholics urge, the mother of God in the 
sense that she exerts any special in- 
fluence over the mind or will of Christ, 
who is one with God. In spite of the 
revelation of the angel, who said in 
Luke 1:28, “Hail, thou that art highly 
favoured, the Lord is with thee: blessed 
art thou among women,” Mary was not 
endowed with more than human under- 
standing. 

When Jesus was twelve years old, and 
lingered behind his parents in the Tem- 
ple at Jerusalem, Mary showed her lack 
of comprehension by saying: “Son, why 
hast thou thus dealt with us? behold, 
thy father and I have sought thee sor- 
rowing”; to which Jesus replied, “How is 
it that ye sought me? wist ye not that 
I must be about my Father’s business?” 
(Luke 2:48, 49.) If she had then had 
more than human understanding, Mary 
would have understood. 

On several occasions in His earthly 
ministry Jesus was careful to make clear 
to Mary, and all of us down througk the 
ages, that, while “highly favoured” as an 
instrument in the hands of God, like all 
other humans she had “sinned and 
come short of the glory of God.” “Even 
by the righteousness of God which is by 
faith of Jesus Christ unto all and upon 
all them that’ believe: for there is no 
difference. For all have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God” (Rom. 3: 22, 23). 

When, at the marriage of Cana, Mary 
told Jesus, “They have no wine,” “Jesus 
saith unto her; Woman, what have I to 
do with thee? mine hour is not yet come” 
(John 2:4). If Mary had had more than 
human krowledge, she would kave 


_ known this. 


On another occasion, when interrupted 
in His teaching by His disciples who 
said, “Rehold, thy mother and brethren 
stand without, desiring to speak with 
thee,” Jesus answered: “Who is my 
mother? and who are my brethren? And 
he stretched forth his hand toward his 
disciples, and said, Behold my mother 
and my brethren! For whosoever shall 
do the will of my Father which is 
in heaven, the same is my brother, and 
sister, and mother” (Matt. 12:48-50). 
Note that: while th@ disciples put 
“mother” first, Christ in His reply puts 
her last. This is not mere chance. No, 
Mary had to achieve her position as a 
saint by acknowledging her own need, 
her Son as Saviour, and by doing His 
Father’s will. “Without me ye can do 
nothing” (John 15:5). 

In Luke 11:27, Jesus rebuked a woman 
who, like our Roman Catholic friends 
of today, tried to give glory to Mary

HEN Samuel assured Saul that 

V V the Lord had rejected him.from 

being king, he said without gen- 
uine brokenness of heart, “I have sinned 
...I1 have transgressed... ause I 
feared the people, and obeyed their 
voice.” 

What an example of the Proverb: “The 
fear of man bringeth a snare”! Believers 
are warned against being men-pleasers. 
(See Gal, 1:10;-Eph, 6:6; Col. 3:22.) “The 
fear [or reverence] of the Lord is the 
beginning of wisdom” (Psa. 111:10); also 
“the beginning of knowledge” (Prov. 1: 
7). It prolongs our days (10:27). Itisa 
“fountain of life” (14:27). Those who 
walk in the fear of the Lord will also 
walk in the comfort of the Holy Spirit 
(Acts 9:31). 

Instead of looking to the Lord for for- 
giveness, Saul asks it of Samuel. It is 
Samuel’s forgiveness, presence, and 
honor he craves, and when Samuel at 
first turns from him, Saul seizes his man- 
tle with such tenacity that it tears; 
whereupon Samuel tells him the Lord 
has rent the kingdom from him and 
given it to a better man. 

Once more Saul says, “I have sinned,” 
but adds, “yet honour me now...” How 
much man’s opinign weighed with Saul! 
(John 5:44.) Samuel turned to Saul, 
executed Agag, left Saul and never re- 
turned to him, but he mourned for him. 
Then Samuel is sent to anoint David, 
Saul’s neighbor and superior.

mourn for Saul.” Since Samuel knew 
that God had rejected Saul, and was re- 
placing him with a better man (15:28), 
his prolonged mourning was out of place. 
It could be interpreted as a reflection on 
the wisdom, judgment, and purpose of 
God. It is the duty and privilege of be- 
lievers to acknowledge with psalmist and 
seer that the Lord’s judgments are “true 
and righteous altogether” (Psa. 19:9; 
Rev. 16:7). ; 


“Fill thine horn with oil, and go”— the 
horn jis the type of power (Mic. 4:13; 
Luke 1:69), as the oil is of the Holy 
Spirit (Zech. 4:2-6). 


“To Jesse the Beth-lehemite.” Jesse’s 
name signifies “Jehovah exists” and 
Bethlehem means’ “the house of 
sbread.” How appropriate that Samuel 
should be sent there for the king after 
God’s, heart! The Father’s house (John 
14:2) is the true “house of bread” and 
David’s antitype, the Lord Jesus, is the 
“bread of life’ (John 6:35). He came 
from the Father’s house to this famine- 
stricken world, and eternally meets the 
need of all who eat of Him (John 6:51). 


“IT have provided me a king.” Abraham 
said, “God will provide himself a lamb” 
(Gen. 22:8). A lamb for a sacrifice, a 
king for government. God’s provided 
Lamb and King centered in one person, 
the Lord Jesus Christ! (1 Pet. 1:18-21; 1 
Tim. 6:13-16.) All plaeing personal faith 
in the Lord Jesus have an all-sufficient 


Sacrifice; and they can safely and gladly 
say to Him, “Reign Thou supremely over 
me!” 

Verse 2.—“‘And Samuel said .. . if Saul 
hear it, he will kill me.” Samuel who 
understood Saul, possibly better, than 
anyone else in Israel, was satisfied that 
Saul would not hesitate to murder him. 
What a revelation of Saul’s murderous 
character! But even so, Samuel should 
not have delayed fulfilling the Lord’s 
commission: “Go.” Surely the Lord 
would have' been his protector and de- 
liverer. Scores and scores of times the 
Lord says, “Fear not,” to His people. 
(See Isa. 41:10, 13, 14; 43:1, 5; 44:8.) 
Samuel should not have been afraid, for 
when the Lord calls one into any service, 
He guarantees His presence with that 
one (Josh. 1:6; Judges 6:16; Jer. 1:8). 

Samuel is told, therefore, to take a 
heifer and go and sacrifice and- call 
Jesse to the sacrifice. “Nor are we to 
look at this as merely a protecting veil 
thrown mercifully around the weakness 
of His servant. We have already seen 
such a sacrificial feast spread in con- 


_nection with Saul’s anointing (11:15) and 


know it as the sign of peace and com- 
munion between God end man” (F. W. 
Grant). 

Verses 3, 4—“And the elders of the 
town trembled at his coming, and said, 
Comest thou peaceably?” When Joseph 
made himself known to his brethren, 
they were “troubled” (Gen, 45:3); and 
when the Lord Jesus was born in this 
same town of Bethlehem, Herod the 
king was “troubled, and all Jerusalem 
with him” (Matt, 2:3). Visualize the 
scene: godly, aged Samuel approaching, 
and possibly a servant leading the heifer 
which was to be sacrificed (v. 2) —and 
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the elders of Bethlehem trembling at the 
sight! What could better depict the un- 
settled state of affairs in Israel which 
Saul, the people’s king, had brought 
about! 


Verse 5.—“Peaceably: I am come to 
. come with 
me.” Had Saul been approaching the city 
at the head of his army, the elders would 
have had ample cause to tremble, but 
to see Samuel approaching with a heifer 
for sacrifice should have caused them to 
rejoice. How many there are today who 
are utterly ignorant of the motive and 
mission of the Lord’s coming into the 
world! They know not it was to give 
Himself a sacrifice on our behalf. 
Samuel’s “come” must have instantly 
changed their trembiing to rejoicing, as 


does the Lord’s “come” in Matthew 11:26! 


Verses 6-10.—“And ... he looked on 


‘Eliab, . . . but the Lord said .. . I have 


refused him, ... Then . . . Abinadab. 
.... Neither hath the Lord chosen this. 
Then... Shamah. ... Neither hath the 
Lord chosen this, Again, Jesse made 
seven of his sons to pass before Samuel. 
And Samuel said . . . The Lord hath not 
chosen these.” The reason for this seven- 
fold refusal is, “The Lord seeth not as 
man seeth; for.man looketh on the out- 
ward appearace, but the Lord looketh 
on the heart.” The Lord did not see in 
their hearts what He saw in David’s, In 
David’s heart, He saw a delight to do 
His will. 

The Lord Jesus said, “Judge not ac- 
cording to the appearance, but judge 
righteous judgment” (John 7:24). The 
Apostle Paul asked, “Do ye look on 
things after the outward appearance?” 
(2 Cor. 10:7.) Paul’s critics said, 
“His bodily presence is weak [or sickly], 
and his speech contemptible [or of no 
account)” (2 Cor. 10:10). But what a 
power for God he was! (Rom. 15: 15-19.) 
Even concerning the Lord Jesus, Israel 
said, “He hath no form nor comeliness; 
and when we shall see him, there is no 
beauty that we should desire him” (Isa. 
§3:2). 

The Lord looks on the heart, searches 
it (1 Chron, 28:9), and knows it (1 Kings 
8:39; Jer. 17:9, 10). And He will purify 
it by faith (Acts 15:9). 

Verse 11—“And he said, There re- 
maineth yet the youngest, and, behold, 
he keepeth the sheep.” It would appear 
from this verse that David was not too 
greatly appreciated by the household, for 
he was not called in to this special sacri- 
fice and feast until Samuel ordered him 
calléd in! As a shepherd, David is a type 
of the Lord Jesus, the “good” ~(John 
10:11), the “great” (Heb. 13:20), and 
the “chief” Shepherd (1 Pet. 5:4). 

Verse 12.—“Now he was ruddy,: and 
withal of a beautiful countenance, and 
goodly to look to.” Although the Lord 
does not place a premium on good looks, 
is not necessary to be ill-looking to be 
used of Him. The heart is the esscntial

thing. In David’s case there was a happy 
combination of good looks and disposi- 
tion toward God. In the Lord Jesus we 
have the “altogether lovely” One (Song 


“of Sol. 5:16). 


Verse 13.—“Then Samuel . . . anointed 
him in the midst of his brethren and 
the Spirit of the Lord came upon David.” 
David’s anointing is the shadow of our 
Lord’s anointing. He was anointed with 
the Holy Ghost and with power, and 
“went about doing good, and healing all 
that were oppressed of the devil” (Acts 
10:38; Lifke 3:22). 

The Holy Spirit came upon David, 
but is in every believer (1 Cor. 3:16; Gal. 
4:6). The Spirit could be taken from 
David (Psa. 51:11), as from Saul (16:14); 
but He abides with the believer forever 
(John 16:16). Believers today are sealed 
with the Spirit “unto the day of redemp- 
tion” (Eph. 4:30), “to wit, the redemp- 
tion of our body” (Rom. 8:23). 

The Holy Spirit can be grieved in be- 
lievers (Eph. 4:30), but He is not grieved 
away. He can be quenched (1 Thess. 
5:19), but not quenched out,

HE Lord had His eye upon David 

long before David had any idea that 
a new king would be needed, or that he 
would be qualified to meet divine re- 
quirements, Israel had a need, and God 
was preparing exactly the right person to 
meet it just as He loves to plan for us 
ahead of time (Psa. 31:15a). “I have pro- 
vided me a king,” He told Samuel. “I 
will make you fishers of men,” promised 
Christ. “He is a chosen vessel unto me, 
to becr my name before the Gentiles,” 
was the Lord’s message regarding Paul. 

What can you do for God? What outer 
circumstances of yours can He “work 
together” to make your life a blessing to 
others? What inner resources can you 
surrender? It may do you good to take 
inventory of your assets and liabilities to 
know what is available, but do not day- 
dream about them; keep occupied and 
interested. 

What were David’s inner resources? 
As Samuel and the parents looked ypon 
David’s brothers they saw the “counte- 
nance” and “height of . . . stature,” and 
were impressed with physical strength 
and noble appearance. These brothers 
may have been stalwart young men, but 
God’s-work called for greater attributes. 
In the fields, alone with his father’s 
sheep, was the youngest boy, obedient 
and conscientious about his work, cour- 
ageous in danger, talented in music and 
creative literature, and spiritually in 
tune with God — qualities that could be 
enlarged and made valuable to the king- 
dom. Israel needed such a young man, as 
every age has needed a man of courage 
and high ideals, but without his spiritual 
conceptions David could not have been 
of much service. 

He saw the God of creation as One to 
be admired and praised (Psa. 19); and 
the God of human. hearts leading on to 
victorious living (Psa. 51). David knew 
Goa through intimate conversation, and 
waited upon Him for guidance and the 
privilege of serving. As the Lord Jesus 
used everyday, concrete illustrations to 
make eternal truths vivid, so David 
thought of God as he dealt with everyday 
things: the sheep, the miry clay, the 
waterbrooks, the circuit of the sun. | 

How would you like to keep a diary 
of your thoughts toward God? Write as 
David did how commonplace objects and 
everyday. experiences remind you of 
God’s goodness and grandeur, and how 
they make you lift your eyes, your heads, 
your hearts in worship and dedication. 

The spiritual beauty of David’s per- 
sonality was known to God as He looked 
upon the boy in the field, but before 
David could serve his country, outer 
circumstances had to “work together” to 
bring David to the place of opportunity. 
God’s first step was to call Samuel from 
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his sorrow over Saul’s failure. “Fill thine 
horn with oil.” Workers must be equip- 
ped with power when they go forth to 


win young folks to Christian service. ' 


“Go, I will send thee,” God continued. 
Effort on the part of the Christian is 
rewarded with fruits later on (Heb. 
6:10). Suppose Samuel had selfishly let 
his grief for Saul overcome his desire 
to please the Lord and enlist.a new re- 
cruit. The Lord-would surely have found 
a way to call David to the throne, but 
Samuel would have lost the blessing of 
anointing him, and missed sharing 
David’s joy when “the Spirit of the 
Lord came upon” him. 

The Lord uses various means of calling 
young people into His service, but one 
of the finest privileges of a Christian 
leader of youth is to encourage boys and 
girls by personal counsel to surrender 
their lives to Christ and to find some 
work to do for Him.

THE LESSON 


What was King Saul’s punishment for 
disobeying God? God told Samuel to go 
to Bethlehem to offer a.sacrifice. He 
told him to invite an old man named 
Jesse to the sacrifice and that there he 
should anoint one of Jesse’s sons to be 
the next king of Israel. To what tribe 
had Saul belonged? Jesse was of the 
tribe. of Judah. Turn to Genesis 49:10. 
Saul disobeyed God so the scepter (king- 
dom) did depart from the tribe of Benja- 
min. Now God was going to choose a 
man of the tribe of Judah, a man whose 
heart was right before Him. The tribe 
of Judah was to be the ruling one “until 
Shiloh come” (Gen. 49:10). Shiloh means 
Christ. In our lesson today God was 
choosing ‘a man to start the kingly line 
from which Christ would come more 
than a thousand years later. How care- 
fully God chose the right one! 

When Jesse came to the sacrifice Sam- 
uel told him to send his sons in one at 
a time. Eliab, the oldest one, came in 
first. He was tall and handsome and 
looked as if he would make a very good 
king. What did Samuel say in 1 Samuel 
16:6? Read God’s answer in verse 7. How 
many sons did Jesse send in? What did 
Samuel say of all of them? Why did 
the Lord not choose any of them? 

Samuel was puzzled. The Lord had 
sent him to anoint one of the sons of 
Jesse. But the Lord had said, “Not this 
one,” of each of them. What did Samuel 
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ask Jesse in verse 11? Read Jesse’s an- 
swer. What did Samuel say to that? 
When David came in what did the Lord 
say of him? David seems to have been 
even better looking than his brothers but 
that is not the reason God chose him. 
Why did He choose him? What did 
Samuel do to David? 

David was just a shepherd boy, but 
he was a _ wonderfully brave one 
because he had great faith in God. 
Read 1 Samuel 17:34-37. David had 
saved his sheep from both a lion and a 
bear. Notice how he tells this* without 
the least bit of bragging. He gives God 
all the credit. 

David had the heart of a king, but 
how was he to get proper training while 
he only tended sheep all day long? God 
had chosen him so God took care of his 
training. King Saul did not know that 
God had chosen David to be the next 
king. But he wanted someone to come 
and make music'for him, One of Saul’s 
servants told him that David could play 
the harp beautifully. He also said that 
David was brave and wise and handsome 
and that the Lord was with him. So Saul 
had David come and stay at the palace 
so that he could play for him often. There 
David learned many things that were to 
help him in the future when he became 
king of Israel. ? 

CONCLUSION 

Why did the Lord choose David? What 
does the Lord see when He looks into 
your heart this morning? Does He see 
pride, selfishness, and deceit, or does He 
see a heart made white and clean by the 
precious blood of Jesus? 

ALTERNATE CONCLUSION 

Sometimes even Christians have things 
in their hearts that grieve the Lord, and 
so they are not happy. What should they 
do about it? 1 John 1:9 says that if Chris- 


tians confess their sins to the Lord He | 


will forgive them and cleanse them from 
all unrighteousness. If there is any sin 
in our hearts this morning, let us stop 
and confess it to Him right away. Then 
let us fill our hearts and minds with 


‘more of God’s precious Word. It will 


help to keep us from sin. See Psalm 
119: 11.

1. They refer to the last verse of chapter 
15 which speaks of Samuel’s mourning be- 
cause of the sinfulness of Saul, whom he had 
loved; he could no longer have any fellow- 
ship with him. He doubtless mourned, too, 
because of the sin and the plight of Israel. 


2. David, the king after God’s heart, had 
to go through trial, rejection, and suffering 
before he could receive the kingdom and 
the glory that went with that position. 


3. The name of the shepherd boy, David, 
means “beloved”; so the Chief Shepherd, 
the Lord Jesus Christ, is the Beloved. 


4. His grandmother was the Moabitish 
maiden Ruth, who married Boaz (Ruth 4:21, 
22). 

5. Judah means “praise,” and David's 
testimony was: “I will bless the Lord at all 
times: his praise shall continually be in my 
mouth” (Psa. 34:1). 


6. It was in many ways the leading tribe 
of the twelve. Judah, from whom it re- 
ceived its name, had shown himself truly 
a hero when he offered to become a slave 
in Egypt that his younger brother, Benja- 
min, might go free (Gen. 44:18-34). Caleb, 
the brave and truthful spy, who showed his 
trust in God in the face of danger and 
opposition, was from this tribe (Num. 13 and 
14). Othniel, a younger bréther of Caleb, 
was outstanding in valor (Judges 1:12, 13). 
All these, and of course many others, were 
well known to. young David and must have 
been true sources of inspiration to him. 


7. First Chronicles 2:10, in giving the an- 
cestry of Jesse, says, “ ... and Amminadab 
begat Nahshon, prince of the children of 
Judah,” 


8. “The man went among men for an old 
man in the days of Saul” (1 Sam. 17:12). It 
seems probable that he was a man of noble 
character, for he is mentioned very especi- 
ally in the wonderful prophecy of the 
Messiah: “‘There shall come forth a rod out 
of the stem of Jesse, and a Branch shall 
grow out of his roots” (Isa. 11:1). 


9. Psalm 78:70-72 gives the evidence: “He 
chose David also his servant, and took him 
from the sheepfolds: from following the 
ewes great with young he brought him to 
feed Jacob his people, and Israel his in- 
heritance. So he fed them according to 
the integrity of his heart; and guided them 
by the skilfulness of his hands.”

instead of Christ by according her the 
worship and adoration which -is alone 
rightfully His. The woman said, “Blessed 
is the womb that bare thee, and the paps 
which thou hast sucked” (v. 27). “But 
he said, Yea rather, blessed are they that. 
hear the word of God, and keep it.” 

It was not to Mary, His mother, but 
to another Mary (Magdalene) “out of 
whom went seven devils [or demons]” 
(Luke 8:2) —to one who had been not 
only a great sinner, but demon-possessed

until repossessed by the Spirit of God 
through Christ, that He first appeared 
following His resurrection (John 20:16; 
Matt. 28:1; Mark 16:1; and Luke 24:10). 

The only account of Jesus singling out 
Mary, His mother, for special attention 
(which is erroneously used by the Ro- 
man Catholics to make her a spiritual 
mother to mankind) is in John 19: 25-27. 
When, Mary stood by the cross of Jesus, 
He made natural and fitting provision 
for her remaining days on earth by tell- 
ing the beloved disciple, John, to look 
upon her as he would his own mother 
in order that he might, as was proper, 
care for her as a son. 

Had it been ordained that Mary was 
-to hold a special place of influence with 
Him, Christ would have left no doubt, 
but would have indicated it clearly. He 
never left any doubt as to His desires, 
even to the extent of carefully explain- 
ing the intent of His teachings. In John 


12:32, He says, “And I [not Mary, or 


Peter, or the Pope; or any other human], 
if I be lifted up from the earth, will 
draw all men unto me.” “I am the way, 
the truth, and the life; no man cometh 
unto the Father, but by me” (John 14:6). 
No, Mary is not the way, Peter is not the 
way, the Pope is not the way, nor is the 
church the way. “I [Christ] am the way.” 

“He that entereth not by the door into 
the sheepfold, but climbeth' up some 
other way, the same is a thief and a 
robber. .. . I am the door: by me if any 
man shall enter in, he shall be saved” 
(John 10:1, 9). We cannot come “through 
Mary to Jesus”; we can come only di- 
rectly to Christ. Paul states this clearly 
in 1 Corinthians. 2:6, “I have planted, 
Apollos watered, but God gave the in- 
crease.” The human agent—no matter 
how saintly, how blessed of God, as was 
Mary —can only, under the Spirit’s lead- 
ing and power, lift up Christ. It is He 
who draws men; the Holy Spirit who 
convicts of sin; and God, through His 
love as expressed in the sacrifice of 
Christ, His only begotten, Son, who saves! 

Mary cannot help in prayer and sup- 
plication. Nowhere are we told to pray 
to or through saints. If our prayers are 
imperfect and need One to make inter- 
cession, as they do, the same is true 
of Mary and all other saints (the re- 
deemed of God). Christ taught prayer 
to God alone, through Christ alone. “Ye 
have not chosen me, but I have chosen 
you, and ordained you [Mary did not 
choose to be the mother of Jesus, but was 
chosen and ordained of God to that ex- 
press purpose], that ye should go and 
bring forth fruit, and that your fruit 
should remain: that whatseever ye shall 
ask of the Father in my name, he may 
give it you,’—not in Peter’s name, or 
the Pope’s name, or Paul’s name, or 
even in the name of Mary, or any other 
saint, but “in my name.” 

Incidentally this recalls another Roman 
Catholic error in calling their priests 
“Father,” which regrettably has becn 
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aped by many Protestants in referring to 
ministers in military service as “Padre.” 
In Matthew 23:9, Jesus says, “And call 
no man your father upon the earth: for 
one is your Father, which is in heaven.” 

No matter how laudable the purpose 
of the Roman Catholics in praying 
through Mary for permanent, world- 
wide peace, it must be denied even be- 
fore they ask, because they are not ask- 
ing the Father through the Son. That is 
what is wrong with the world today: 
either God is left out entirely, or man 
will not approach Him in the way that 
He has set. As fundamental, evangelical 
Christians we cannot agree with the Ro- 
man Catholics in their motto, Ad Jesum 
per Mariam —“Through Mary to Jesus.” 
We must go direct to God through 
Christ: “For there is one God, and one 
mediator between God and men, the man 
Christ Jesus” (1 Tim. 2:5). No priest, no 
saint, no other intermediary except 
Christ is either necessary, Scriptural, or 
effectual.

“Remember the Sabbath Day” 
(Exod, 20:8-11; Isa. 58:13, 14)

HE Israelites of old, and the Jewish 
nation that grew out of them, were 
commanded to remember and observe 
the Sabbath Day, the seventh day of the 
week, because this seventh-day rest was 
patterned after the rest God took when 
He had completed the renovation of the 
earth for man. On the Sabbath they 
were intrusted to do no work them- 
selves, and to permit no work to be 
done by their household, by their serv- 
ants, by their cattle, or by any strangers 
that might happen to be within their 
gates (Exod, 20:8-11). 
we 
In Exodus 31:13-17, we find that God 
told Moses that the observance of the 
Sabbath Day was to be a “sign” be- 


tween Him and the children of Israel —. 


a sign of their separation and of the’ per- 
petual covenant that existed between 
Him and them. Furthermore, we find 
here that the penalty for breaking the 
Sabbath was death. 

.Nor was this seventh-day rest day de- 
signed for worship. Dr. C. I. Scofield 
says, “Apart from maintaining the 
continued burnt-offering (Num, 28:9), 
and its connection with the annual feasts 
(Exod. 12:16; Lev. 23:3, 8; Num. 28:25), 
the seventh-day sabbath was never made 
a day of sacrifice, worship, or any man- 
ner of religious service.” However, as 
the Gospels show, by the time the Lord 
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Jesus came to this earth in human form, 
the Sabbath was often observed by the 
Jews by attendance at the synagogue, 
and we find the Lord Jesus following this 
custom and going to the synagogue on 
the Sabbath Day, “as his custom was” 
(Luke 4:16). 
4 

Strictly speaking, Christian believers 
do not “remember the sabbath day.” 
We observe the first day in the week in 
remembrance of the resurrection of the 
Lord Jesus from the dead on that day. 
This observance is not enjoined upon be- 
lievers by any law, nor is there any 
penalty prescribed for failure to observe 
it. To the Christian, the observance of 
the first day of the week is a blessed 
privilege and opportunity. It is an op- 
portunity to gather together for worship, 
for the observance of the Lord’s Supper, 
and for Christian giving, as believers in 
the early church used this day. 

It. is an opportunity for special study 
of God’s Word, to hear it expounded and 
to worship with other believers. 

It is an opportunity to witness for the 
Lord Jesus not only before other be- 
lievers, but before the world. Our: very 
conduct in refraining, on this day, from 
doing those things that make up our reg- 
ular work-a-day week is a testimony to 
unbelievers. 

Above all, the Lord’s Day is the 
Christian’s opportunity for special fel- 
lowship with the Lord Jesus, to take 
time for an upward look that some- 
times is difficult or is crowded out of the 
weekdays. In addition, the Lord’s Day 
gives opportunity for various forms of 
Christian service that frequently we 
cannot have during the week, such as 
visiting the sick, teaching in the Sunday 
school, carrying the Gospel to prisons 
and jails, and for Christian fellowship 
and service in the home. , 


Aside entirely from its spiritual ben- 
efits physicians tell us that man is so 
constituted that he needs this one day 
in seven change. Meny war workers 
who, during the war, either by choice 
or by compulsion, worked a seven-day 
week can testify to the serious physical 
and mental and spiritual strain it 
brought. The late Dr. Howard A. Kelly 
said, “Even were there no God tenderly 
inviting us home to the Father’s house 
on that day, yet as a doctor I would pre- 
scribe it an absolute necessity for the 
tired body. On this day all work not of 
necessity or charity should be laid aside: 
the ancient law of our country, whose 
aim is to promote the highest good_ of 
the whole community, rightly forbids 
unnecessary labor.”

‘Making a gathering, Judas Machabeus 
sent twelve thousand drachms of silver 
to Jerusalem for sacrifice to be offered 
for the sins of the dead... . It is there- 
fore a holy and wholesome thought to 
pray for the dead, that they may be 
loosed from sins’ (2 Mach, 12: 43-46) .” 


Here the first question and answer in- 
volve the Catholic doctrine of atonement 
by way of penance instead of by way of 
the Cross; it is the doctrine of works as 
opposed to the doctrine of grace, which 
forms the impassable barrier between 
Protestant and Catholic. The root of the 
matter lies in the rendering of a single 
Greek word, metanoeo, which means 
literally “to reconsider,” and is derived 
from a verb meaning “to exercise the 
mind.” In the King James, or Protestant, 
Bible this is rendered “repent,” signify- 
ing a change in heart; whereas in the 
Rheims-Douay, or Catholic Bible, it is 
rendered “do penance,” signifying the 
performance of. a meritorious act, The 
Protestant Reformation hinged on this 
one word, for it was while the Catholic 
priest Martin Luther was doing penance 
by climbing the Lateran staircase in 
Rome on his knees that his eyes were 
opened to the meaning of the text, “The 
just shall live by faith,” and he saw 
clearly the futility of man’s efforts to 
earn merit with God, and the divine plan 
of salvation by grace, through faith in 
the vicarious atonement of Christ on Cal- 
vary. In Luther’s day the sale of indul- 
gences in order to raise funds for build- 
ing St. Peter’s at Rome hed been so 
grossly mishandled as to become a public 
scandal, or what today would be called 
a racket, In that day the Bible was 
chained, but in this age of general en- 
lightenment, indulgences that claim to 
remit the consequences of sin can still 
be purchased for the price of a candle 
burned before the image of a local saint. 
It is certainly no improvement over 
Luther’s day when a lottery is con- 
ducted, as in Mexico recently, in which 
the first prize carried, in addition to a 
money prize, the release from purgatory 
of any soul that might be named by the 
holder of the winning ticket. Yet such 
perversion of sacred things is merely the 
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final step in carrying out the doctrine of - 
works to its logical consequences. 

The Catholic Bible is itself evidence 
that the translators deliberately altered 
the word “repent” to “do penance,” for 
where the word occurs in Mark 1:15 and 
Luke 17:4 it is translated “repent,” and in 
Acts 3:19 it is translated “be penitent,” 
whereas in all other places where this 
same word occurs, it is rendered “do 
penance.” A key passage is Luke 13, 
verses 3 and 5, both of which read, “Un- 
less you do penance, you shall all like- 
wise perish,” which distorts the words of 
Jesus to mean that He commanded them 
to perform some worthy act, instead of 
its true meaning of exhorting them to a 
change of heart. In other words, it re-. 
pudiates the Scriptural teaching of salva- 
tion by grace, and substitutes the man- 
made doctrine of salvation by works. 
Thus in sixteen places in the New Testa- 
ment the word meaning “repent” is 
rendered “do penance”; namely, in Mat- 
thew 3:2; 4:17; Mark. 6:12; Luke 13:3, 
5; 16:30; 17:3; Acts 2:38; 8:22; 17:30; 26; 
20; Rev. 2:16, 21, 22; 3:3, 19. 

The doctrine that man must acquire 
merit with God by his own righteous 
acts leads to the idea of purgatory, for 
if he cannot fully atone for his sins in 
the course of his natural life, the proc- 
ess must be continued after death. Such 
reasoning directly violates the teaching 


‘of Scripture. The key text, “The just 


shall-live by faith,” occurs not merely 
once, but four times: in’ Habbakuk 2:4; 
Romans 1:17; Galatians 3:11, and He- 
brews 10:38; and is fully amplified by 
Paul. The Epistle to the Romans was 
written with the express purpose of 
making clear this doctrine of salvation 
by grace. In particular, the third chapter 
of Romans states clearly that “by the 
works of the law no flesh shall be justi- 
fied before him... . For all have sinned, 
and do need the glory of God. Being 
justified freely by his grace, through the 
redemption, that is in Christ Jesus. ... 
For we account a man to be justified by 
faith, without the works of the law” 
(Rom, 3:20, 23, 24, 28; Rheims-Douay 
ver.). This clear statement that man is 
justified by faith and not by works is 
confirmed by Paul in his Epistles, in 
which he says, “Knowing that man is 
not justified by the works of the law, 
but by the faith of Jesus Christ; we also 
believe in Christ Jesus, that we may be 
justified by the faith of Christ, and not 
by the works of the law: because by the 
works of the law no flesh shall be justi- 
fied” (Gal. 2:16; Rheims-Douay ver.). 
Again Paul confirms this teaching in 
terms so clear and explicit that there can 
be no excuse for misunderstanding: “For 
2y grace you are saved through faith, and 
that not of yourselves, for it is the gift 
of God; not of works, that no man may | 
giory” (Eph, 2:8, 9; Rheims-Douay ver.). 
Although it is perfectly clear from Paul’s 
teaching here and elsewhere that man 
can do nothing to earn or merit salvation, 
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yet the translators have the temerity to 
append a footnote to Romans 3:28 which 
reads: 

“The faith, to which the apostle here 
attributes man’s justification, is not a 
presumptuous assurance of our being 
justified; but a firm and lively belief of 
all that God has revealed or promised. 

. And the works which he here ex- 
cludes, are only the works of the law: 
that is, such as are done by the law of 
nature, or that of Moses, antecedent to 
the faith of Christ: but by no means, 
such as follow faith, and proceed from 
hy 
Such casuistry makes it obvious why the 
Romanist fears the open Bible. 

The proof that purgatory is a myth is 
the promise of Jesus to the repentent 
thief on the cross, “To day shalt thou be 
with me in paradise.” It was not by 
chance that two thieves were crucified 
with Christ. The cross divides all hu- 
manity into two classes according to 
their attitude toward Christ, as it did 
in type at Calvary. Both men were sin- 
ners, in the same condemnation, and suf- 


fering the just penalty of their deeds in . 


the flesh. It was through Christ’s word 
from the cross to the repentant thief 
that God proclaimed salvation by grace, 
without works, through faith in Christ. 
Its meaning to us is perfectly expressed 
in Remans 8:1, “There is now therefore 
no condemnation to them that are in 
Christ Jesus” (Rheims-Douay  ver.), 
which very definitely refutes the doc- 
trine of penance and purgatory. Yet the 
Romanist seeks to confuse the issue by 
appending an “infallible” footnote to this 
passage, which reads: 

“Christ was pleased, by a special privi- 
lege, to reward the faith and confession 
of the penitent thief, with a full dis- 
charge of all his sins, both as to the guilt 
and punishment; and to introduce him 
immediately after death into the happy 
society of the saints, whose limbo, that 
is, the place of their confinement, was 
now made a paradise by our Lord’s going 
thither.” 


Certainly Paul does not so interpret the 
words of Christ; the apostle says in both 
the Catholic and Protestant versions, that 
to be absent from the body issto be pres- 
ent with the Lord (2 Cor. 5:6-8), which 
makes Christ’s promise to the repentant 
thief apply to all believers who die in 
the Lord, and forever rules out thevidea 
of the “limbo” of purgatory.

ANNVILLE, Pa, 
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in Western Michigan and their pioneer, 
A. C. Van Raalte, a Dutch pastor, who 
led the first settlers there in 1847. 

The story is rooted in theology, as is 
the story of the Pilgrim Fathers of 1620. 
In 1816 the Modernist king of Holland, 
William I, nromulgated an ecclesiastical 
constitution that permitted Dutch clergy 
and theological professors to cut loose 
from the Calvinist standards of the 
Synod of Dort. The Bible was no longer 
to be considered the Word of God, nor 
Christ a virgin-born and risen Saviour 
of mankind. The answer of theological 
loyalists was a large secession from the 
state church and the formation of the 
Christian Reformed Church. The Mod- 
ernist king retorted by imprisoning pas- 
tors, and quartering soldiers among 
church members and in pastors’ homes. 
An edict went forth forbidding meetings 
of more than twenty persons. 

Among those imprisoned, after his 
church had been mobbed, was Van 
Raalte, who was condemned to three 
months’ incarceration. Many devout 
Christians were deprived of work be- 
cause of membership in the new congre- 
gations. Others lost the best clients of 
their trade or profession. Apart from 
this Modernist persecution, there were 
other causes of restlessness. Times were 
hard; the land was crowded. The open 
spaces of America and the reports of 
opportunity there had great drawing 
power. Van Raalte crossed the ocean 
to reconnoiter. 

His attention was called to western 
Michigan with its virgin timbered lands 
and rich soil. He determined to colonize 
on a large scale in order to keep his 
people together in a Christian environ- 
ment. He proved to be a master admin- 
istrator in the purchase and distribution 
of large land tracts, and in the endless, 
difficult detail of leading his followers 
out into a new promised land. There 
was inuch hardship, as ever in such 
migrations. Sickness was rife and many 
died. On the other hand, they received 
much friendly help from American 
Christians, among them Dr. George Duf- 
field, then pastor of the First Presbyte- 
rian Church of Detroit, whom we re- 
member today as the author of the hymn, 
“Stand Up, Stand Up for Jesus.” 

The Seventh Article of the Principles 
of the Society for the Dutch Emigration 
to the U. S. A. read: 

“The first consideration is to make the 
Colony a Christian community, for which 
reason the Commission must take care 
in accepting suitable candidates for emi- 
gratic:. and in helping them to reach 
their destination, in order that these per- 
sons become a salting salt in the colony 
and form a Christian majority among 
the population.” 

Forests were cleared; homes built; 
schools set up which later broadened 
into Hope College and Calvin Seminary. 
A substantial population was added to 
our land from one of the best stocks of 
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Northern Europe. From them have 
grown large industry and flourishing 
cities, such as Grand Rapids. The self- 
effacing guiding spirit and founding- 
father was Albertus Van Raalte, a name 
little known but certainly deserving a 
biography such as this excellent one 
from the press of William Eerdmans, 
himSelf sprung from this early Dutch 
emigration, and now one of the largest 
publishers of Christian literature in the 
nation. f 

/It may be noted in this connection 
that Dr. Samuel Zwemer, the great mis- 
sionary to Moslems and an outstanding 
American Christian leader, was.child of 
an early Michigan Dutch settler and was 
educated in Hope College. 


I Shall Dwell. By Ruby Evans Grimes, 
(Wm. B. Eerdmans Pub. Co., Grand 
Rapids 3, Mich., $3.) Much interest in 
the human life and character of David, 
especially in his earlier years, is sug- 
gested, and the author, a novelist of 
ability, has seized upon some of the 
lesser known incidents to make a story 
suited to the modern taste in literature. 
Michal, the attractive younger daughter 
of King Saul, is the heroine, and she is 
pictured as a girl of rare fidelity and 
devotion to David, even though separated 
from him for some twelve: years. The 
varied fortunes of David, from the time 
of his encounter with Goliath until his 
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crowning as king of all Israel, are all 
portrayed in vivid and realistic detail, 
as shepherd, singer, soldier, fugitive, and 
adventurer. The emphasis throughout is 
largely on the women whom he met and 
married, and imagination is given full 
play. Saul and his son Jonathan, Abner, 
Joab, Doeg the Edomite, and others who 
are but little more than names in Scrip- 
ture, pass before the reader’s eyes. 

The book is evidently intended as a 
modern piece of entertaining religious 
fiction. Wherever the narrative touches 
incidents found in the Bible, the author 
has painstakingly kept the story true to 
the record, and she has spent years of 
research in order to give accurately the 
historical and other details. There is 
no trace of Modernism in the work, and 
the Scripture quotations are reverently 
and aptly used. Yet, when all is said, 
there is nothing in the book that will 
enhance one’s appreciation of David, as 
the Lord’s anointed, the sweet singer of 
Israel,
